who shortly will in turn succeed the 
latter is known as a war advocate, 
Indeed it was for this reason that 
King Constantine, who favors con- 
tinued Greek neutrality, forced his 
resignation. The presumption is that 
back in office he will have the coun- 
try into the struggle very quickly. 
That the Greek ruler, unable to keep 
the pro-war premier out of office, wilt 
continue to resist in view of the lat- 
est developments, is deemed highly 
unlikely. Greece is in a position to 
put 400,000 troops well equipped into 
the field.

How ex- 
tensive would be the spread of German Kultur in thai 
case ? What would be the effect upon developing modern 
Democracy in its various forms, including the woman 
suffrage movement? How many modern trends would 
be checked, possibly for good in some instances, possibly 
for evil in others? The answers to these queries in par- 
ticular can not be given while the future is still unknown, 
but there can hardly be a doubt that world-wide effects 
altogether apart from territorial expansion would follow 
the domination of Europe by Germany.
